WASHINGTON, D.C.-- "Sculpture in Living Spaces", over 35 
photographs of sculptural pieces and several models of contemporary 
outdoor sculpture, both in public places and private collections, will 
be on exhibition in the Dimock Gallery of the George Washington 
University September 11 to October 11, from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday 
through Friday. Admission to the gallery is free. 

The exhibition has been organized with the cooperation of the 
Smithsonian Institution. James M. Goode, curator, Smithsonian 
Institution Building, has written a book on the outdoor sculpture of 
Washington which is scheduled for publication in early fall. Many 
of the photographs of contemporary sculpture to be used in the 
book will be on display. 

Among the sculptures in the photographs will be the recently 
unveiled Mary McLeod Bethune Memorial by Robert Berks, the Fountain 
of Faith by Carl Milies, War and Peace and America by Jergen Weber, 
the Gwenfritz by Alexander Calder, and a number of sculptures which 
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have been selected for placement in the Hirshhorn Sculpture Garden 
to be opened in October. 

Among the models to be shown are an environmental outdoor 
piece by Rudolph Heintze, sculptor and instructor at Ohio State 
University, and several examples of the work of Robert Amory, 
Massachussetts sculptor whose work has been exhibited at the 
American Institute of Architect^ headquarters.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The George Washington University and the Ministry of 
Science and Higher Education of the Government of Iran have signed a broad- 
based agreement whereby the university will provide faculty and other services 
for Iranian postgraduate education and educational programs for Iranian students 
bom here and in their own country. 

According to the terms of the agreement, effective imr.ediately, The George 
Washington University will be active in such areas as 1.) accepting Iranian 
students into GW programs and creating special programs for them, 2.) training 
future teachers for Iran especially in management, education, basic sciences, 
and medicine, 3-) inproving curricula in Iranian universities, 4.) strengthening 
faculty development and assisting Iranian universities in recruiting and 
training faculty through exchanges, counseling, and special programs, and 
5.) participating in the development of a nev; postgraduate university in Iran. 

The university and the Iranian government also announced the establishment 
of the Aryamehr Chair in Multinational Management within GVJ’s School of 
Government and Business. Dr. Phillip D. Grub, professor of business 
administration, will occupy the chair and will serve also as special assistant 
to the GWU president for international programs to coordinate the new program. 

In concluding the agreement. His Excellency Ardeshir Zahedi, Ambassador 
of Iran to the United States, and Dr. Lloyd H. Elliott, president of the 
university, stressed the long-term and mutually advantageous results the 
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program has for the rapidly developing nation of Iran and for GW. 

President Elliott emphasized that it formalizes a long existing bond 
between Iran and the university that began when the first Iranian students 
came to it in 1916. 

Initial plans call for approximately 25 to 50 Iranian graduate students 
to be accepted for the fall semester of 197^ in the basic sciences (chemistry, 
physics, and biological sciences): education: management (business, health 
care and public administration, and government, and urban and regional planning) 
and arts and sciences (with a broad spectrum of fields ranging from anatomy 
and anthropology to speech and drama and statistics). 

Extended visits of George Washington University faculty to Iranian 
institutions of higher education will be arranged in the above fields, and 
GW faculty ’.dll assist Iranian faculty and administrators in making contact 
with appropriate professional organizations in the United States according 
to their field specializations. 

In addition, the university will make available, beginning in September, 
one broadly qualified senior professor in management disciplines to serve as 
an on-site advisor to the Iranian Ministry of Science and Higher Education 
concerning curriculum strategy and development for a new graduate university 
now in the formative stages in Iran. GW's goal will be to put the new 
Iranian university on a self-sustaining basis with a primarily Iranian faculty 
at the earliest possible date. 

The director of two international firms, Dr. Grub has been active as a 
management consultant to industry and governments, both domestic and foreign, 
on problems of international trade, export promotion, long-range planning, 
executive and manager development, and tourism. His association with Iran 
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includes heading the official United States Department of State industrial 
seminar team in marketing and management to the second Asian International 
Trade Fair in Iran in 1969. 

In business education Professor Grub has been active in graduate 
courses in international trade theory and policy, executive leadership and 
development, management of multinational operations, and business policy. 

Since 1973 he has worked closely with Tehran College of Business Administration 
in the development of its business curriculum. 

Dr. Grub was a member of the official party from The George Washington 
University in Tehran on June 5 of this year when President Elliott presented 
the honorary degree of doctor of public service to His Imperial Majesty 
Mohammad Reza Pahlavi, Aryamehr, Shahanshah of Iran.

GW’S CONTINUING EDUCATION FOR WOMEN CENTER 
WINS GRANT FOR STUDENT AID TO WOMEN OVER 3S 


WASHINGTON D.C. -- Continuing education students in the 
Washington metropolitan area will have a chance for financial 
assistance this fall as a result of a special $1,000 Loving 
Care Scholarship grant awarded to the Continuing Education for 
Women Center of the College of General Studies at George 
Washington University. 

Established by Clairol Inc., the Loving Care Scholarship 
Program is part of a $50,000 nationwide fund designed to encourage 
women over 35 to continue undergraduate degree programs previously 
interrupted by marriage, child rearing and other responsibilities. 

Recipients, who will be chosen by the school on the basis 
of need and merit, must be women 35 or older who are enrolled 
either full or part-time in undergraduate bachelor degree programs. 
There are no restrictions as to marital status, and recipients 
need not be users of Clairol products. 

"The George Washington University is one of 50 four-year 
institutions throughout the country selected by a panel of 
educators to receive grants under the program", said Dr. Ruth 
H. Osborn, Assistant Dean of the College of General Studies for 
Continuing Education for Women. "Schools were selected on the 
basis of significant undergraduate programs, specifically designed 
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for mature women who often face special counseling, scheduling 
and financial problems." 

Funds will be awarded to one or more eligible students 
selected by the school on the basis of need and merit. The 
pilot program is slated for the school year beginning September, 
1974. According to Clairol, their program is the first nationwide 
scholarship fund of its kind targeted to women in this age group. 

"Under guidelines of this program, a much broader interpre¬ 
tation of 'Beed' will be allowed than in most funding sources", 
said Dr. Osborn. "Recipients need not fit into pre-determined 
income groups. The applicant's general financial position will be 
considered, taking into account such circumstances as the need for 
part-time work, child-care expenses, transportation costs and 
children's educational expenses." 

Bruce Gelb, Clairol's president, stated, "We hope other 
companies will consider similar scholarship programs. The 
women over 35 might well be this country's greatest untapped 
resource." 

The students and staff of the Continuing Education for 
Women Center of the College of General Studies at GW University 
have actively promoted scholorships for women since 1965, and 
welcome this addition to the scholarship resources available 
to the mature woman. Interested applicants should apply to 
Marjorie Parks, Continuing Education for Women Center, 676-7036.

CONTINUING ENGINEERING EDUCATION AT GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- More than 30 noncredit courses in 
fields ranging from energy conservation and modern data 
communications to clinical engineering and radar systems will 
be offered this fall by the Continuing Engineering Education 
Program of the School of Engineering and Applied Science of 
The George Washington University. 

The courses are designed to provide the latest information 
in various specialized fields of engineering, technology, and 
engineering administration. Taught by instructors from:industry, 
government, and universities, (including GWU), the courses are 
useful to engineers, scientists, managers or administrators 
wishing to supplement their academic background or professional 
experience. 

Highlighting the courses to be offered this fall are: 
"Writing Your Own Computer Programs," a survey of computer uses 
and the fundamentals of writing a computer program; "Energy 
Conservation for Commercial and Institutional Buildings," 
discussions of the management of heating, air conditioning, 
ventilation, and other areas of energy consumption; "Exploring 
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Energy Choices," a study of current and future energy policies 
conducted by S. David Freeman, director of the Ford Foundation's 
Energy Policy Project; and "Solar House Heating and Cooling," 
a five-part course taught by Dr. Harry E. Thomason, designer 
of the Thomason Solaris System. 

Those attending a full course will receive a certificate 
of completion from the Continuing Engineering Education Program. 
Depending upon the duration of each course, continuing education 
units will also be awarded. Although they do not designate 
academic credit, these units are a nationally-recognized method 
of recording the successful completion of a course.

MEYER FOUNDATION AWARDS GRANT TO ESTABLISH WASHINGTON 
STUDIES MONOGRAPH SERIES AT GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- The Eugene and Agnes E. Meyer Foundation has 
awarded a $6,000 grant to The George Washington University, to be 
combined with matching funds from the university, to establish a 
monograph series on the city of Washington. 

To be published under the general title GW-Washington Studies , 
the monograph series will be the first academic publication devoted 
solely to the study of the city of Washington. The series is designed 
to focus on Washington as a major urban center, rather than as the 
nation's capital, and will feature the results of Washington-oriented 
research at GWU. 

In recent years, numerous research and degree programs have been 
introduced at GWU in the area of Washington studies. These include 
programs in urban and regional planning, urban affairs, sociology, 
and american studies. GWU faculty and students in these and other 
related disciplines will be encouraged to contribute to the monograph 
series. Authors must be either faculty or students of GWU. 

GWU's Division of Experimental Programs will handle publication 

and distribution of the monographs. Professor Roderick French, 

coordinator of GWU's Humanities Development Program, will serve as 

general editor. The monographs will be sold at cost, with the income 
used to create a fund to continue the series. 
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
